Astoria,  Aug.  18.— While  a  loyal 
corps  of  dressmakers  Is  busy  with 
gowns  for  Queen  Jo  of  the  1934  an¬ 
nual  Astoria  regatta  and  her  princesses, 
an  Interesting  situation  is  aris¬ 
ing  in  the  royal  family.  Regatta  no¬ 
bility  will  consist  not  only  of  Queen 
Josephine  Waffle,  popular  University 
of  Oregon  co-ed.  and  Admiral  Wilcox 
of  Portland,  but  also  Old  Man  Co¬ 
lumbia  and  Mr.  Neptune. 

To  the  local  layman,  accustomed 
to  witnessing  the  queen  and  the  ad¬ 
miral  dividing  popular  attention  be¬ 
tween  them,  the  coming  in  of  the  two 
dazzling  strangers  excites  wonder  and 
some  speculation  as  to  the  place  of 
all  these  celebrities  in  the  three-day 
celebration.  With  such  a  popular 
queen,  there  is  a  feeling  that  Old 
Man  Columbia  may  decide  to  dive 
back  home  if  he  feels  he  doesn’t  get 
the  attention  he  should  in  a  fisher¬ 
man's  town  such  as  Astoria.

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ASTORIA,  Or.,  Aug.  19.-(Special.)- 
Preparations  for  the  Astoria  Regatta 
of  1934,  the  biggest  since  the  annual 
water  festival  was  originated  in  1894, 
are  near  completion,  Regatta  Chair¬ 
man  A.  C.  Fulton  announced  today. 
This  year’s  regatta  will  begin  on 
Wednesday  night,  August  29,  and 
close  Saturday  night,  September  1. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  the 
Pacific  coast  outboard  hydroplane  and 
runabout  championships,  and  the  na¬ 
tional  runabout  championships  will  be 
held  here  at  the  mouth  of  the  Colum- 
bia  river.
